In answer to inquiries as to 
the best remedy to employ, the 
department commonly furnish. - 
es the foilowing recipe as the ~ 
one in which appears to ke ased 
with best results: 


(1) Mix thoroughly one ounce 
of strychnine alkaloid (powder- . 
ed) and one ounee baking. soda - 

(2) Sift this into three-quart- 
ers of a pint of thin, hot starch 
paste and stir toa creamy mass. 
The starch paste is made by 
dissolving one heaping tea- 
spoonful of dry gloss starch in 
a little cold water, which is 
then added to three-quarters. : 
pint of boiling water, Boil and 
stir constantly until a clear 
thin paste is formed. 


(3) Add = one-forth pint of 
heavy corn syrup ani a talble- 
spoonful of glycerine and stir 
thoroughly. 


(4) Add one-eight ounce 
saccharine and stir thoroughly 


(5) Pour this poison soiution 
over twenty quarts of clean 
oats and mix thoroughly so ' 
that each grain of oats is coat- — 
ed. Prepare it twenty-four to 
forty-eight hours before using. 


For mixing small quantities 
an ordinary galvanized wash- 
tub is convenient for; larger 
quantities a tight smooth. ‘box 
may be used, and mixing may 
be done with a spade, 


(6) A teaspoonful of the 
poisoned oats should be placed | 
near ground squirrel hole on 
clean hard ground letting it 
seatter slightly as it falls.

quired for drying a caf after painting. 

Their experience with quick-drying 
paints caused ther’ to ‘construct a 
mammoth baking dven at Altoona. It 
is big enough to accommodate cars 
of almost any length. With the car 
well inside, she doors are closed and 
the température raised above boiling 
point of water. The-pajnt is com- 
pletely dry and hard and ready for 
service in about three hours. 

The saving of time by this process 
is very marked. It has reduced by 
ninety-five per cent the.time required 
for drying cars by the old method, 
and has cut in half the time a car is 
out of service during repainting.—

“The second important use for air- 
planes is artillery observation work. 
First Lieutenant Vernon Castle was 
doing this when I last saw him in the 
late fall, and had been mentioned in 
dispatches for his excellent work. Be- 
fore going up, the pilot arrahges his 
signals with his. battery. He uses 
wireless. 

“Observation pilots also watch ev- 
ery movement behind the enemy's 
lines. It has been arranged that if 
they’ see a large or important move- 
ment, such as the warch of an army 
division or a large section of trans- 
Port, they can give a certain Signal 
which will call forJeclp from every 
gun in that section.

Led Attack Twirling a Cane 


French Captain Rewarded for’ Cool- 
ness in Douaumont Battle 
Captain Lassouquero, commandin 
the 11th Company of one of the regi-' 
ments that recaptured Dounaumdnt 
last August, was recently decorated 
with the Croix de Guerre in recogni+ 
tion of his coolness and bravery in 
leading his men to the assault,.calm- 

ly twirling a cane. 

~Since the beginning -of the war 
French officers have ceased carrying 
a sword except on dress parade, ow- 
ing to fs utter uselessness as a wea- 
pon. In leading an attack they carry 
as a rule merely their revolver. Be- 
tween dress parade and infantry as- 
saults they frequently carry only a 
cane, 

In planning the assault on -Fott 
Douaumont, the French staff worked 
out in advance every detail, even 
down to the pace the men were to 
follow in order not to advance faster 
than the barrage of artillery fire, un- 
der cover of which the men were to 
go forward. The pace pre-establish- 
ed for Captain Lassouquero’s com- 
pany was a rather leisurely one. A 
moment before the time set for the 
men_to scramble out of the trench- 
es, Captain Lassouquero mounted the 
parapet and, adjusting his monocle 
so he could survey the field of oper- 
ations, walked calmly up and dowa 
twirling his cane in his ‘fingers. When 
the precise moment for the assault 
came, he turned quietly to his men 
in the trenches and remarked in an 
even tone of voice: - 

“All right, Mes Enfants, we're off.” 

Then, as the men came out, fie 
captain nonchalantly preceded them, 
twirling his cane with all the nonchal- 
ance of a Parisian dandy on the 
boulevard. 


Building Engines Without Coppe¢ 

The average German locomotive 
built before the war made copper 
scarce in central Europe, containing 
six per cent copper, by Weight. Now 
the fire boxes and stays, formerly of 
that metal, are of cast iron. All the 
smoke and steam boxes are of weld: 
less drawn steel. For rod bracings, 
axles, grease boxes, and bracing parts 
cast iron is used together with a spe- 
cial alloy called flange metal, which 
is a mixture of tin, lead, and anti- 
mony. To avoid possible danger in 
the use of this metal, it is thought * 
that pin and axle journals are. bush- 
ed with white metal. In making other 
parts also, the use of copper has been 
dispensed with. The question now 
being raised is how long will these 
copperless engines last.

After the conquest of Constantin- 
ople in 1204. by the Franks and Ven- 
etians of the Fourth Crusade,. Sal- 
oniki fell to the lot-of Boniface, Mar- 
quis of ‘Montferrat, who made it the 
capital of an imaginary kingdom. In 
1222 King Demetrius, .son of Boni- 
face, was. driven out with his Lam- 
bard nobles by a Byzantin@prince of 
Epirus. The ensuing two hundred 
years were the most unhapp 
troubled history of the Thessaloniahs, 
who were fought over and bandied 
about by Greeks, Bulgars, Serbs, Ca- 
talans, Venetians and Turks. : 

The Turks first appeared’ upon tke 
scene in 1380, They did not definite- 
ly take possession, however, until 
1430. Then Sultan Mourad 11., father 
of the conqueror of Constantinople, 
captured the town from the Vene- 
tians, gave it over to sack and mias- 
sacre, arfd carried off seven thousand 
of the inhabitants into slavery and 
| changed many of the churches into 
mosques, or tore them down for use 
in his own buildings. Some of the 
marbles of Saloniki were carried as 
far away as Adrionople. 

For nearly five hundred years the 
Turks remained in undisturbed pos- 
session. Yet it is perhaps not quite 
accurate to describe their possession 
as undisturbed, for during the. latter 
part of that period the frontiers of 
the cmpire drew steadily nearer, 
while toward the end of it Macedonia 
became the scene of incessant revo- 
lutionary outbreaks. 

In 1904 the European powers at- 
tempted to solve the © situation by 
making Saltoniki the seat of an in- 
ternational board: that administered 
the finances of Macedonia and or- 
}ganized a well drilled and well equip- 
jped police force. This foreign. sur- 
veillance precipitated the ‘Lurkish 
revolution of the same year, 

The revotution was organized in 
Saloniki and proclaimed there. dh 
1909 the progress of the revolution 
brought about the dethronement of 
Abdul Hamid Il,, who was thereupon 
exiled to Saloniki. Nowhere else in 
the empire would it have been imore 
ditheult for him to corrupt bis keep 
ers or to escape, and he spent ‘thice 
and oa half years as a prisoner in a 
suburb of Saloniki. 

Phe outbreak of 
jan the autumn ot I912 made tt 
visable for the ex-sultan 
‘moved to Constantinople. te was 
unwilling to return, however, 
was only persuaded to da so by 
an ciussary of the German ambassa- 
dor, who took him through the Greek 
blockade in the dispatch boat of the 
embassy. 

A few weeks later the Greck arm 
entered the city, followed closely by 
a simaller detachment of Bulgarians. 
The final treaty of peace, signed at 
Bucharest in? 1913, adjudicated Sal- 
oniki, with the remainder of the Chal- 
eidice and their strategic hinterland, 
to Greece.

Zeppelin Raiders Must Be Scientific 


It is not generally recognized that 
besides the dangers which fire from 
the enemy subjects Zeppelin raiders 
to, there is extreme hardship to be 
endured and also a grave peril which 
is inherent in the dirgible itself be- 
cause of the high altitude at which it 
must fly. At the great altitude ne- 
cessary the cold is so severe that the. 

The 
danger is great, for, apart-from the 

the Joreness of the air causes 
it to penetrate into the gas holders, 
with the conseqience that the hydro- 
geh and oxygen form an explosive 
gas mixture Which catches fire from 
the least spark.

Even 
with so much labor diverted to war 
purposes we have been able te con 
struct 9,000-ton liners. in three 
months’ time. 

“The stimulus to shipbuilders work- 
ing under war pressure and on war 
vessels will continue when it comes 
to building merchantmen, for the 
men will accept the challénge of the 
Germans. Never in her history has 
Britain had at her disposal such a 

ighly efficient and Jarge body ot ° 
shipbuilders as she wil have when 
the war closes. We can view the 
future with equanimity, regardless of 
German predictions.”
